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Continuation of 2. NOTE: 

The proposed amendment requires further consideration. Furthermore, the rejection under 35 USC 1 12, second 
paragraph still exists, where the claim recites "for each of the mutually parallel directing elements in the first row or 
the second row, a line tangent to the longitudinal edge of the directing elements interescts a tip of a directing 
element in the other of the first and second rows." It is believed one-to-one correspondence of the directing 
elements in the first and second rows is still required. The claim is definite when reading the "second row (18)" but 
indefinite when reading the "first row (17)." 

The amendment does not comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 1.121(c ) because the amendment does not 
include either a "true" clean version of the amended claims or a "true" version of the marked-up copy of the original 
claims. Both the clean and the marked-up copies of the amended claims should be thoroughly checked for any 
additional discrepancies by applicants prior to the submittal of a response to the instant Office action. For example, 
the marked-up copy of claim 1 does not correspond with the three times amended claim 1 with respect to bracketing 
and underlining. 
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
